Manitoba U. Elections 
Unconstitutional; Sec. 



May Be 
Resigned 



ElccUons for the Presidency 
of the linlversity of Manitoba Stu- 
dents' Union may be declared un- 
, cohstitutlonaL "SecretaiV of the 
U&ISU Dave Humphreys has resi- 

• gned.-^declaring that ''some stu- 
dents and apparently sovfie (acul- 
■ ty i.membeci,' have, decided who 
fhould ibe' pi-esidept". 

' The .lituation began when 
Lindlcy Abdulah, elected presi- 
dent in the spring, 'failed his 
year. The Manitoban constitution 
permits only spring elections; 
'but the entire Council, excepting 
the vice-president, favoured a 
new election rather than the rai- 
;«in'g of the_vice-prcsldenl to the 
presidency. 

• It was pointed, out during the 
campaign period that- required 
(Constitutional °. changes making 
the election possible have not 
been made, and all actions by the 
executive and the deputy retur- 
ning officer concerning the elec- 
tion may be unconstitutional. 

. Only one candidate," Roy . {tfac- 
Kenzie, a . fourth year medical 
student, was left In the race after 
. the other candidate, Cecilia Lo- 




nergan withdrew. In her withdra- 
wal she stated that UMSU treasu- 
rer Allen Darling told her not 
to challenge Mackenzie for the 
presidency. 

Other accusations were made, 
further clouding Uie uproar over 
the election. ' • 

Darling was charged by ex se- 
crctary Humphreys with overs- 



tepping his bounds in trying to 
control the outcome of the elec- 
tion. 

According to Humphreys, Dar- 
ling told the Deputy Returning 
Officer that he, as treasurer, was 
"running the show". 

"Power is in the hands of the 
treasurer, and hé plays a game of 
power politics" Humphreys com- 
plained, "ile has acted selfishly 



and against the interests of demo- 
cratic student government. This 
(one-man show) and his attempts 
to manipulate the election are 
too much for me" Humphreys 
concluded. 

So far, the Manitoban issue 
stands at one resignation from 
Secretary Humphreys and nume- 
rous charges as to constitutional 
legality in electoral procedures.

1939 aha then sfudybig law for one 
year, Molson left to join the Black 
Watch Royal Highlanders of Cana- 
da when war broke out. He was 
unablo to serve overseas how- 
ever, because of 111 hcalUi.

Hope, Ont., and was later promo; 



ted to headmaster at Brentwood 
College near Victoria, B.C. Alter 
Joining tha B.C. Electric Co. at 
Vancouver, In 1948, where he was 
with the personnel and transporta- 
tion departmpnts, he finally re- 
turned to Trinity College as Assis- 
tant Master. 

He was appointed as Headmas'.er 
of Slanstcad College in 1957, re- 
signUig that position this year. 



The complete story of the 
death of lU-year old freshman 
Michael Levine was revealed to 
the Daily by Sir George WiUlaitii 
upperclassmcn yesterday. 

"Birks Hall was in darkness. 
I had the mike in my hand, and 
asked for an athletic type among 
the frosh. The spotlight fell on 
two boys, one other and Levi.ie". 

"Attendants went down to 
where they were sitting. It hII 
happened very fast. He cama 
running up on stage, laughing. Ho 
was charged wltn a ridiculous 
misdemeanour, and the jury 
shouted nut guilty, guilty". 

BEGINNING 

Tliis was tlic beginning of the 
story of Levine. who died during 
freshman initiation ceremonies 
Friday. It was outlined by the stu- 
dent who serv.cd as judge at the 
mock court that tried Levine. 

Another student said that alter 
Levine had been sentenced to Im- 
personate Herb Elliot, the famous 
miler, lie led Levine baclcstage la 
get into his costume of T-shirt, 
shorts, and placard. Levine w:.s 
excited and "all for It", he re- 
ported, "and came back onstaga 
prancing, running, and waving ills 
arms"; 

MISUNDERSTANDING 

A misunderstanding occurred 
at this point, the "Judge" reveal- 
ed. The "skit" was planned befo- 
rehand, although the butt of the 
joke was not chosen before the 
mock trials. In these plans, tha 
subject was to precede the majo- 
rity of freshmen to Phillips' 
Square "at his leisure" and then 
Impersonate Herb Elliot, sign 
autographs, pose for photograplis, 
etc. 

Levine, entering Into the spirit 
of the occasion, did a racing start 
on St. Catherine near Drummond. 
According to an upperclassman 
present, "He jumped up, stepping 
high at what was actually a fast 
walk". 

CONTINUES 

He contthucd in this vein, the 
student said, starting himself in 
racing style several times, stopi>- 
Ing as they met groups of fresh- 
men performing "punishments" 
such as fishing -from sewers. 

"I ivine ,was not ' running, . but 
movi ig at a slow trot", the stu- 
dent continued. He explained that 
this was necessarily true as Le- 
vine was accompanied by an up- 
perclassman stooping low to hold 
as umbrella closely over Levine'9 
head. 

ASKS FOR BEST 

The same student said, "At the 
corner of University, Levine said 
to me, How about a little rest ?". 
Levine Jhen sat^down and stu- 
dents pretended to massage his 
legs. 

At this point, someone asked 
Levine liow fast he could run the 
mile. Levine replied, "Two minu- 
tes and one second". 

SPRINTS 

"Then", the student continued, 
"he began to run fast. We had to 
run hard to keep up with bim". 

When, he readied Union, Levins 
walked across the street and part- 
way Into Phillips Square. He then 
ran to thé large statue of Edward 
VH in the square. 

One uppcrclassman said that 
"the statue would l^e used for a

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Only One Issue 

The aftermath of the tragic Sir Geoige Williams 
incident has touched off considerable discussion 
concerning the pros and cons of hazing in universities. 
Several Lssues have emerged from this discussion, -one 
of them apparently beinjc misintei-preted as a debate 
concerning the virtue of fi'ateraity organizations. In 
reality, as far as we are "concerned, there is only 
one issue. . . • 

In Moiul.iy'fi Daily, we pointed out the relationship 
between Michael Levine's death and the practice of 
liazinjr'freslirrten. We suggested the tragedy in all 
likelihood would not have occurred had there l)een no 
liazing^ at Sir George. We further suggested that it 
.might be a good idea to learn from Friday's tragedy 
and coii.'<ider abolishing all forms of hazing at univer- 
sity, both at the freshman level *and in fraternity 
organizations. 

On Tuesday we printed, under the heading "From 
the Ivory Tower", the opinions of an upperclass McGill 
fraternity man. In doing so, we relinqui.<ihed our 
editorial space to allow these opinions to he aired. 
Although said opinions were not necessarily in accord 
with our own, we felt them pertinent to the issue of 
hazing and worthy of recognition in our columns'. At 
no time did we question the place of fraternities at 
McGill, nor do we now. ' At no time did we pui-port to 
"raise a screen betwebn tlie facts and the fictions 
concerning fraternities" as our correspondent (below) 
implies. 

It is our editorial opinion that initiation activities 
which embody any form of hazing should be nboli.shed. 
We rebut the common argument that hazing' breeds 
good college spiilt with the argument there ai'e any 
numbier of other means to breed spirit, none of them 
in the lea.'^t way potentially dangerous. In this vein, 
we spoke of fraternities, as they are the last strong- 
hold of hazing activities at JIcGill. Thus, the only 
issue is whether liazing is a good or a bad thing. We 
believe it bad and so ask that fraternities curtail 
initiation practices which put ail hazinjr.

speech". He also said that while 
Lëvine was resting on St. Cathe- 
rine, someone had suggested that 
he malie a speech at the Square 
announcing his retirement.- 
SPEECH 

At the statue, Levinc stationed 
binueli: live levt above tiie sur- 
rounding platform, clingiBg to oDe 
of the minor figures. He was well 
balanced, and remained in this po^. 
sition while his speech was intro- 
duced Ijy an upperclassman per- 
ched iiighcr up uii the statue. 

When the introduction ended, all 
eyes turned to Levinc. He opened 
his mouth to^pealc. Then, a wit- 
ness reported, ..Vhis -reyeS; bulged 
and he began to slip from the sta- 
lue. Two students eased his fall". 

Levine stopped breathing six 
minutes later. An intern from a 
city hospital arrived and pro- 
nountcd him dead shortly after- 
wards. 

Testimony at I.cvine's inquest 
was heurd Monday and yesterday 
before a court clerk. City Coroner 
Dr. A.B. Clement said that there 
was no jury as Levine had "ap- 
parently" died, a- natural death. 
He based this statement on the 
absence of external signs of vio- 
lence and injuries to the head, 
and on Levine's previous medical 
record. 

Levine was bom a blue-baby; 
and suffered rheumatic fever at 
the age of five. He spent his 
first ten years in school at the 
School for Crippled Children, and 
had suffered a relapse of his 
heart condition two years ago. 

The verdict of the inquest will 
be released Friday after Levine's 
parents have given their testi- 
mony. 

GEORGIAN 

The S.G.W.U. newspaper print- 
ed the following comment' on the 
Levine incident: 

From all accounts, Mike fell 
into (he spirit of the Week; be 
volunteered whenever he could 
and must have forgotten any 
handicaps he had. This feeling 
-of participation, this enthusiasm 
we commend even when we must 
most regret it. 

The Georgian added : 

Since then Mrs. I^evine has 
made it known to an uperclass 
man who witnessed the tragedy, 
that since her son had a history 
of heart trouble, as a result of 
which he had spent ten years at 
The . School For Crippled Chil- 
dren, she wanted the students of 
Sir George Williams. University 
to know that she held none res- 
ponsible in any way for what had 
happened.

West Dominates 

'The 'melting-pot' description of Israel is not a true one". 
Professor Jacob Fried of the Department ol Anthropology stated 
yesterday it HilleL 



European, (Western), civil, 
educational, political and econo- 
mic institutions provide the basis 
of life in Israel. Except in . the 
field of art the rich fertilization 
of Eastern culture is not evident. 

The original founders, who 
were of European descent, im- 
pressed their ideas firmly upon 
Israel. This is especially true of 
the cities, .where professional 
men influenced by European cul- 
ture predominate. Here there is 
a trend toward normalization and 
the Western way of life. 

ORIENTALS UNASSIMILATED 

In the Oriental and North Afri- 
can neighbourhoods, however, 
behavior, faces and clothes arc 
very different. Allhougli institu- 
tions are European, Uie Eastern 
Jew has not assimilated to that 
mode of life. 

'The melting pot statement is 
.solely an Ideological one; the 
Yemenites, who are third gene- 
ration Israelis, arc not yet evenly 
distributed among the population, 
said Dr. Fried. 

Although the Bible, the heri- 
tage of the Jews, and other emo- 
tional ties do bind Israelis to- 
gether, a cultural dilemma exists 
because the Oriental and Western 
.Tews arc two different types with 
different backgrounds. 

Professor Fried pointed out 
that the European Jew has more 
drive than the Oriental and 
wishes to retain the predominant 
European culture for fear of edu- 
cational IcveL 



ISRAELIS' STRENGTH 

Professor Fried praised tlio 
inner strength of the Israeli who 
recognizes these problems unci is 
concerned with their ultimate to- 
lution. 

Although European culture is 
prevalent in Israel at Jlhe present 
time, the Oriental culture con- 
tinues to affect the economic and 
political life of Israel, and may 
conceivably undermine Western 
institutions in the future. Prufes- 
,sor Fried concluded that "the 
interests of survival demand the 
retention of European institu- 
tions."
